As only 
about 
four 
hundred 
pounds o f the powder is available in 
the county some farm ers will have 
to use the formaldehyde treatm ent if 
all the sc<»<l that ought to be tr»*at- 
ed in the county is treated. 
This 
treatm ent is sa tisfac to ry if properly 
carried out and costs about the same 
as tin* oth»*r treatm ent. Detailed <li- 
reetions fo r both treatm en ts can lie 
obtained from the co u n ty 
agent’s 
office. 
According to County Agent Ball at 
least half tin* seed to he sown in the 
county this fall should be treated ta - 
cause the disease is more or less 
prevalent in practically all threshing 
companies. The county agent further 
points out that it is easy to 
be 
fooled into believing that seed 
is 
free from stinking smut and that it 
does not need to be treated. A field 
of wheat that m ay have been ab so ­ 
lutely free from stinking smut this 
year m ay have been infected 
from 
the thre"hing machine and if seed is 
not treated the resulting crop m ay 
be so badly disease»! as to »leerease 
the m arket value several cents per 
bushel. 
There is no profit in w heat at best, 
iUnd it is bad judgm ent to rup 
the 
risk of having the havue of the crop 
fu rth er reduced because of a »lisease 
that can be absolutely prevented at 
such a small cost. By either tr e a t­ 
ment freedom from smut can be in­ 
sured at the small cost o f ten cents 
per acre.

smut of wheat, which w a- especially 
bail in many sections of Indiana this 
year causing dockage of 19 to 
15 
cents a bushel in a, few places, 
is 
being recommended to Hoo-icr far­ 
mers now by tlie Agricultural 
E x­ 
tension Department of Purdue Uni­ 
versity. It is what is known as 
the 
‘opper carbonate method and is said 
to be considerably better than the 
formaldehyde way which has 
been 
used extensively in other years over 
Indiana at the sug g estion of the uni­ 
versity an« l county agricultural ag ­ 
ents. The new way of treating 
was 
mt lined as follows by Dr. 
C. 
T. 
Gregory of the botany division: 


Use two to three ounces of copper 
carbonate powder for each bushel of 
seed. 
Sprinkle the seed with 
the 
powder and then mix thoroughly by 
pouring the wheat hack and 
forth 
three or four times between 
two 
tubs. This system will cover 
each 
-eed with a thin film of the powder 
which will kill the* -mut spores on 
I lie wheat. Moreover, 
the 
copper 
carbonate powder in the seed 
will 
kill any -pore- that may get on the 
seed from infected bags. This treat­ 
ment needs no water and the seed 
may Ik* put in the sack immediately 
and kept a- long as necessary with­ 
out danger of injury. This treatment 
is good for -finking smut alone but 
is worthies- to control “ blackheads” 
or loose -unit.

ment was introduced most Indiana 
farmers 
used 
the 
formaldehyde 


treatment for this disease, but farm- 
ers objected to the treatment on ac- 
count of it being a wet

which made it rather disagreeable to 
liandle. The new method is a 
dry 


treatment and has the additional ad- 
vantage of not injurying the germin- 
ation and in that there is no risk of 
!posing,.;the seed from sowing it in 
dry soil. ~

The botany department of. Purdue 


recommends the copper •» carbonate 
treatment as being the easiest and 
most effective treatment known. All 
it amounts to is mixing thoroughly 
the copper carbonate-dust with the 
seed at the rate of about three ounc- 
es to the bushel. The county agent 
recommends the 'following 
method 


of handling the treatment.: 


First run the seed through a fan 


mill to blow out as many of 
the 


smut balls as possible. Then meas- 
ure a half bushel of seed into a 56 
pound lard can, add a heaping table- 
spoonful of copper carbonate, put on 
the lid and give the can a few vig- 
orous shakes to distribute the chem- 
ical throughout the seed and 
then 


sack. No further care of the seed 
is needed, and the treatment can be 
given as far in advance of s-owing as 
convenient or can be done just be- 
fore it is sow.«d. No bad effects will 
result from the treated seed standing 
a period of time before it is sowed. 


As copper carbonate is poisonous, 


any treated seed not sowed should 
not be fed. 


As only 
about 
four 
hundred 


pounds of the powder is available in 
the county some farmers will have 
to use the formaldehyde treatment if 
all the seed that ought to be treat- 
ed in the county is treated. 
This 


treatment is satisfactory if properly- 
carried .out and costs about the same 
as the other treatment. Detailed di- 
rections for both treatments can be 
obtained from the county 
agent's 


office. 


According to County Agent Ball at 


least half the seed to be sown in the 
county this fall should be treated be- 
cause the disease is more or less 
prevalent in practically all threshing 
companies. The county agent further 
points out that it is easy to be 
fooled into believing that seed is 
free from stinking smut and that it 
does not need to be treated. A field 
of wheat that may have been abso- 
lutely free from stinking smut this 
year may 'have been infected 
from 


the threshing machine and if seed is 
not treated the resulting crop may 
be so badly diseased as to decrease 
the market value several cents per 
bushel. 


There is no profit in wheat at best, 


atnd it is bad judgment to run the 
risk of having the havue of the crop 
further reduced because of a disease 
that can be absolutely -prevented at 
such a small cost. By either treat- 
ment freedom from smut can be in- 
sured at the smalt cost of ten cents 
per acre.

Cooperative Association Will' Show 
Greater Business This Year Than 


Last Year 


NEW ASSOCIATIONS FORMED 


Bettor Credit Acenmodatims Far 


< Cooperatives Mas frown Big 


Help During The Year 


Cooperative associations will mar- 


ket considerably more farm 
pfo- 


dwrts in 1923 than they did lust 
.year, it is indicated in reports to the 
Department of Agriculture. WJiile it 
is inijpossible to estimate Low much 
bu'sincss they will <k>, the fact that 
new associations are feeing formed 
and old ones enlarged: is ground for 
the 'belief that the amount of the 
year's crops to be marketed •coop- 
eratively will exceed all former fig- 
ures. A: big factor1 is promoting co- 
operative marketing is the improve-' 
iiienE nrade in c-redit facilities re- 
cently. 


First steps toward1 better credit 


accommodation for cooperatives were 
taken in 1921, when Congress en- 
larged the powers of the War Fin- 
ance Corporation. Up to date that 
organization has authorized advan- 
ces to cooperatives amounting to 
more than $190,000,000. 
Although 


only .$38,500,000 of the money has 
been liictiiiilly used, the fact that it 
was available has been a powerful 
beneficial influence, says officials of 
Hie department. 


Many cooperative associations are 


opening up lines of credit at the 
new intermediate credit banks, be- 
cause the War Finance Corporation 
wiJl cease making advances on Feb- 
ruary 29 next. It is believed the 
new institutions wi|l'function mueJi 
as the War Finance Corporation has 
done in .giving confidence and loos- 
ening up [additional outside credit. 
They have -already authorized ad^ 
ranees of sibout $5,000,000 to farm- 
ers' cooperative associations hand- 
ling cotton, wheat wool, to'toacco, 
and canned fruits. 


It is pointed out th';it (lie real ser- 


vice 
of 
Hie 
intermediate 
credit 


banks, like that of the War Finance 


Corporation, 
can not IK- measured 


'l>y the volume of their discounts or 
advances. , Their chief value is 
in.the fact that the , credit1 made 
available, by them often induces or 
encourages private .financial insti- 
tutions to offer credit accommoda- 
tion, when- otherwise they 
might 


stand. al(feL Some cooperative mar- 
keting aSociations in the last .two 
years have 'been offered! adequate 
credit from private sources only 
after they 3iad obtained' pledges of 
accommodation from the government 
agencies. 
. - 


. 'The 
intermediate credit 
banks 


seem likely nevertheless to operate 
soon on .a bigger ssale that was 
expected. Each of the twelve insti- 
tutions was provided with a eapi-" 
tal of -$1,000,000 from the treasury 
immediately after it was organized. 
Five of them have since called1 for 
additional capital to ja. total of $5,- 
000,000, so that the present paid-in 
capital of the twelve banks is $17,- 
000,000. 
Moreover, an issue of de- 


bentures to the 'amount of $10,000;- 
000 has been sold in anticipation of 
a large demand for discounts and ad- 
vances in the coming marketing sea- 
son. 
Discounts 
of 
agricultural 


paper for banks have been made to 
the liimount of $1,000,000 by the in- 
termediate credit institutions. 


For the present, the Federal Farm 


Loan Board, which supervises the 
banks, is 
limiting loans and dis- 


counts to terms 
of 
nine months. 


Borrowers, however, have 'the prac- 
tical assuraiic-e that -the «tcrms will 
be renewed when necessary. 
Re- 


liance on renewals 'from the inter- 
mediate credit banks, according to 
officials of the Department of Agri- 
culture, has a stronger justification 
than 'is the case where loans of com- 
mercial banks are concerned, be- 
cause the latter are always under 
the obligation of protecting their de- 
posit inabilities. 


Although financing of cooperative 


associations probably will call for 
considerably more money this year 
than ever before, managers of such 
associations are confident all ncc- 
cessarv accomodfaition will be avail- 
able. 
They report that bankers all 


over the country are readily taking 
cooperative paper. One cooperative 
organization leader in Arizona says 
many associations in that State have 
lot needed jfo borrow from the War 
Finance Corporation or the Inter- 
mediate Credit Banks, because ample 
'unds have been available to them 


from private -bankers. on very • Javorj- 
abte terms. " 


( Some 
cooperative associations 


titat :bbrrowed heavily from, the Wiur, 
Finance Corporation two years ago 
are now .doing the bulk of their fin- 
ancing at private banks. Cotton as- 
•soctlations in the South are getting 
funds in New York, as well as from 
local banks.. An association in Ala- 
bama, raised' $3,000,000 last year 
from the War Finance corporation, 
and equal, amount from banks. It 
probably will rely to a greater^ ex- 
tent this year on private institutions. 
From ^Arkansas comes a report that 
an association 
which arranged a 


line of credit with the War Finance 
Corporation was not obliged to call 
for a.single dollar, so favorable had 
general 
• conditions 'became as a re- 


suft of the mere existence of ade- 
quate credit facilities. . - How orach 
credit financing will be done by co- 
operative 'associations this year can 
not be foretold, but government of- 
ffieials slird shrdl s drhhsldlr shrdl 
break all records. Cotton coopera- 
tive associations marketed 
about 


758,686 bales, much -of it through 
credit arrangements with the War 
Finance Corporation or commercial 
banks. 
Several 
new ' associations 


have recently been, organized, and 
the older ones are increasing their 
membership. 
In 
the Northwest, 


farmer-owned country elevators are 
doing considerable financing with the 
intermediate -credit banks. 


T-he intermediate t«Jnn 
financing 


problem is practically solved', .de- 
partment officials say. 
They assert 


that the attitude of private banking 
institutions toward agricultural fin- 
ance lias been greatly influenced by 
the action taken by Congress in set- 
ting up new credit machinery, which 
is prepared both to help the banks 
and to help the cooperatives di- 
rectly, and they believe that when 
the intermediate *redit banks are in 
Lull operation the American 'fanner 
will find himself practically on a par 
with commerce 'and' industry as re- 
gards credit ftvcilitics.

NOT GOOD FOR LOOSE SMUT 


treatment Needs no Water arid Seed 


May be Put In Sack and Kept as 


bong as Necessary 


Lafayette, Ind., Sept. 11^—A new 


method tor the control of stinking 
smut of Wheat, which was especially 
bad1 in 'many sections ot.Indiana this 
year causing, dockage of 10! to 15 
cents a bushel in a, few places, is 
being recommended to Booster far- 
mers now by the Agricultural Ex.- 
tension Department of Purdue Uni- 
versity. It is what is known as t 
copper carbonate method and is said 
to be considerably better than the 
formaldehyde way which has been 
used extensively in other years over 
Indiana at the suggestion of the uni- 
versity and county agricultural ag- 
ents. The- new way of treating was 
outlined as follows by Dr. 
C. 
1~ 


Gregory of the botany division: 


Use two to three ounces of copper 


carbonate powder for ea'ch bushel of 
seed; Sprinkle the seed with- the 
powder and then mix thoroughly by 
pouring the wheht back and forth 
three or: four times between 
two 


tubs. Tins system will cover each 
seed with a thin film of the powder 
which will kill the smut spores on 
the wheat. Moreover, the 
copper 


carbonate powder in the seed will 
kill any spores that may get on the 
seed from infected bags. This treat- 
ment needs no water and the seed 
may be put in the sack immediately 
and kept as long as necessary with- 
out danger of injury. This treatment 
is good for stinking smut alone but 
is worthless to control "blackheads" 
or loose smut. 


Reports 'received at Purdue from 


Howard county were, 
that 
many 


farmers were docked from 10 to 15 
cents a bushel on an already low- 
priced crop because of the preval- 
ence of this disease w'hifli shrivels 
the wheat kernels. Many fields in 
Hancock county also were reported 
infested and similar reports came 
from widely scattered areas over the 
state,. 
, 
. 


"Any farmer whose wheat is in- 


fested with stinking smut cannot af- 
ford to take chances with this di- 
sease om next year's crop as infec- 
tion this year means infection next 
year, unless treating of the seed is 
done this fall before sowing time," 
said Dr. Gregory.

It is enough to 


say to our radical

That is not enough. They can right- 
fully tell us that, even 
though

The general answer to this as- 


The very fact 
that -our industry, commerce and

But need we deal in gcncralties? 


Do we not find in the direct effeet of 
our business upon

Whore the price received for the pro- 
duet was less than cost, either the 
farmer did not receive going wages 
for his time or he did not receive for 
the use of 'his land an amount, equal 
to the cash rental value reported, it 
is pointed out.
